Butterscotch pie sparks Thanksgiving Day brawl

Officers say man

It must have been one heck of a pie. 

That’s what one deputy said after 
responding to a call about a fight at the 
corner of Brenda Drive and Scott Court 
that he says erupted in a dispute over a 


butterscotch pie. 

“When I pulled up I asked what was 
going on,” said Deputy Tony Likens. 

“I was told a couple of guys had been 
drinking. One guy was in the bathroom 
and another guy went in and head¬ 
butted him. 

“When I asked a woman what start¬ 


ed it, she said it was over a butterscotch 
pie. I said ‘don’t pull my leg,’ but that’s 
what started it. 

“That must have been the best but¬ 
terscotch pie ever.” 

Officer Jeremy Cornish of the Law¬ 
renceburg Police Department also 
responded. He said no one was charged 
in the incident that involved two men 
in their 20’s. 


Cornish said he, Likens and officer 
Josh Satterly were able to calm down 
those involved. 

“It was a mess, but I told them I 
didn’t want to take anyone to jail on 
Thanksgiving Day,” Satterly said. “But I 
told them that if we had to come back, 
we would.”

New cases confirmed in middle 
school, early childhood center

Fourteen children in Anderson 
County have tested positive for 
“whooping cough,” Interim Public 
Health Director Tim Wright con¬ 
firmed Tuesday morning. 

Pertussis or “whooping cough,” 
a bacterial infection highly conta¬ 
gious three days after 
it’s first contracted, 
has now spread to 
both the Anderson 
County Middle School 
and Ezra B. Sparrow 
Early Childhood Cen¬ 
ter. 

Wright said the 
health department 
has confirmed seven positive cases 
at Emma B. Ward Elementary 
(where the first case of whooping 
cough was officially confirmed and 
reported Nov. 9), two at Saffell Street 
Elementary, two at the middle 
school and one at ECC. 

A 3-year-old child and 14-month- 
old infant also contracted the infec¬ 
tion, Wright said. 

To his knowledge, Wright said, all 
confirmed cases have been treated. 

The Anderson County Health 
Department has ordered about 160 
more doses of the whooping cough 
vaccine to continue offering immu¬ 
nizations to the public for $5 per 
shot. 

Children 10 years old and older as 
well as adults are eligible to receive 
the whooping cough immunization, 
Wright said.

$50,000 we 
didn’t need 
to spend’ 

Lunches for inmates stopped when 
Conway learns jail already provides

Inmates on work release in Anderson 
County will no longer dine on the local 
taxpayers’ dime. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway pulled the 
plug Tuesday night on the 
practice of providing lunch¬ 
es for inmates after learn¬ 
ing that the jail that houses 
them already provides 
them with a bag lunch. 

Conway told magistrates 
that during the past six 
years, approximately $50,000 has been 
spent purchasing inmate meals at res¬ 
taurants all across Anderson County,

BOARD OF EDUCATION 

Mostly positive audit includes ‘major problems 

High school cited for late bill payments, altered documents; cash from athletic events questioned

The school board’s annual 
independent audit of its 
finances came back posi¬ 
tive, despite a few hiccups 
regarding repeat errors and 
a “major problem” in the 
timely deposit of high school 
athletic event receipts. 

Auditor Denise Keene, a 


certified public accountant 
from Georgetown, said at the 
board’s Nov. 19 meeting that 
she was very pleased to see 
the school district is “living 
within its means,” increasing 
its general fund revenue by 
about $220,000 for fiscal year 
2011-2012. 

“It really shows as a board 
that you’re trying to main¬ 


tain budget,” she said. 

Two years ago, the school 
board faced a deficit of $1.1 
million. 

The school district is 
continually receiving fewer 
funds from the federal gov¬ 
ernment, Keene said; accord¬ 
ing to Keene’s audit report 
filed Nov. 14, federal funds 
were down about $1.6 million 


this year compared to last 
year. 

And at the November 
board meeting, Keene said 
she anticipates a 10 percent 
decrease in federal funding 
over the next decade. 

But from 2010-2011 the 
school district increased its 
revenue and reported an

community, that our doors are 
open for your family and friends. 
This is our new home; we wanted 
it to be that way” 

The couple lost their hearts to 
bed and breakfasts about 15 years 
in Tennessee. 

The Yungs chose to spend a few 
nights at a historic bed and break¬ 
fast in Murphysboro, Tenn., while 
attending the bluegrass banjo fes¬ 
tival known as Uncle Dave Macon 
Days. 

Their decision fostered a love 
for bed and breakfast establish¬ 
ments for years to come, later 
serving as inspiration to open 
their own bed and breakfast. 

“We try to learn all the ins and 
outs of a bed and breakfast,” Ron 
said. “Hopefully, keep all the best 
of them in this one.” 

The couple formed a close 
friendship with the B&;B’s hosts, 
who quickly became good friends 
and later mentors in the bed and 
breakfast business. 

The Yungs would be happy if 
their bed and breakfast reached 
a happy medium between their 
friends’ Tennessee bed and break¬ 
fast (a 12,000-square foot historic 
Main Street home) and an Illinois 
farmhouse they visited dubbed 
“Little House on the Prairie,” 
smack in the middle of a corn¬ 
field. 

Both bed and breakfasts shared 
one characteristic: the hospitality 
of the hosts. 

You will go back to a B8cB for 
the hosts, Ron and Marlene said. 

“I would hope anyone staying 
here would feel comfortable, that 
they’re staying with friends,” 
Marlene said of Lawrenceburg 
Bed and Breakfast. 

Ron and Marlene said they’d 
been searching for the right town 
and the right house for years to 


open a bed and breakfast before 
narrowing their scope to Law¬ 
renceburg. They bought the prop¬ 
erty in April 2012, and moved in 
four months later. 

The house itself has a history 
in Lawrenceburg. “Everybody 
seems to know somebody who 
lived here at one time or another,” 
Marlene said. 

She said she hopes former resi¬ 
dents and owners will be able to 
contribute photos, like a photo 
she’s heard of portraying former 
resident Henrietta Witherspoon 
riding sidesaddle, which she’d like 
to display and show to guests. 

“We’ve been looking for about 
10 years, trying to find the right 
place,” Ron said. 

“And to find a town you’re 
comfortable in,” Marlene said, 
adding that their new home is in 
close proximity to Marlene’s par¬ 
ents in Louisville, their children 
and grandson. 

The 6,000 square foot home 
sitting on about two acres of land 
needed work, Ron said. Wiring 
and plumbing had been stripped 
out of the house. 

An air conditioning unit had 
gone missing. The brightly col¬ 
ored interior required gallons and 
gallons of paint. The work forced 
the Yungs to push back opening 
the bed and breakfast a month, to 
Nov. 1. 

But the Yungs understand the 
hard work of renovation. They 
spent years restoring and furnish¬ 
ing an 100-year-old farmhouse 
outside of Louisville where they 
lived for 27 years and raised their 
daughter and son. 


“Just the size of it,” Ron said 
when asked about the biggest 
difficulty in opening a bed and 
breakfast. “I don’t know how 
many gallons of paint we used.” 

For Marlene, it was self-encour¬ 
agement. 

“Just staying positive through 
it all,” Marlene said. “It will work, 
it will open.” 

The husband and wife team 
split the duties of running a hotel. 
Ron is the handyman and “dish 
washer,” he jokes, while Marlene 
is in charge of dessert. 

Right now the couple is only 
booking small parties, with just 
about six overnight guests maxi¬ 
mum, but the house lends itself 
well to future bridal teas, show¬ 
ers, or birthday parties. 

Marlene said she’s thought of 
introducing packages with the 
theme of a girls’ weekend, includ¬ 
ing wine and cheese and local 
activities like paint-your-own-pot- 
tery at Lawrenceburg’s Elements 
Studio. 

“You’ve got a little room here,” 
Marlene said of the bed and 
breakfast’s largest suite, at 450 
square feet, “to giggle and act like 
you’re 16 again.” 

A romance or honeymoon 
package, featuring wine and roses, 
is also in the works. 

Ron said the property could 
also be a venue for outdoor wed¬ 
dings, and the couple may even¬ 
tually add gardens and a gazebo. 

“I think that’s the beauty of 
this; it’s our home,” Marlene said.

excess of $253,000, Keene said. 
Excess revenue for 2011-2012 
decreased by about $33,000. 

The district’s contingency fund, 
at $2.15 million budgeted for 2011- 
2012, is well over the 2 percent 
contingency minimum required 
by law, Keene said. 

“It’s good to get a good report 
card,” board member Scott Brown 
said at the close of Keene’s presen¬ 
tation to the board, “we don’t get 
that often.” 

However, nine repeat findings 
noted in last year’s audit of the 
district were not corrected again 
this year, Keene said, though the 
district did correct eight errors 
found in last year’s audit. 

Keene listed 21 other new find¬ 
ings across the district exclud¬ 
ing the Early Childhood Center, 
which reported no errors. 

The school district reported 17 
findings in last fiscal year’s audit, 
according to Anderson News 
reports. 

The number of findings at the 
high school, 14 procedure errors 
in total, were “significant,” Keene 
said, adding that regular training 
was being implemented by the 
school district to address issues. 

Findings included high school 
vendors not being paid timely, 
several two to three months or 
five months after the invoice 
date; improper or lack of signing 
of transfer and ticket sale forms; 
and some “major problems” with 
receipt deposits not being turned 
in a timely manner. 

According to Keene’s audit 
narrative, amounts could not be 
found in any receipt or deposit 
for two ticket sale forms: one for 
$1,245 and another for $220 from 
boys’ basketball. Some sporting 
event money was not recorded in 
the accounting system right away, 
and some deposits were turned 
in 14 days after the event, Keene 
stated. 

“Greater control, better accu¬ 
racy and more timely deposits 


need to occur for athletic events,” 
Keene wrote. 

The date on several docu¬ 
ments at the high school had 
been changed or altered, Keene 
reported, with no initials made 
by the person making alterations 
or documentation as to why the 
date changed on multiple receipt 
forms and invoices. 

Another finding in the audit 
included the high school FCCLA 
organization reporting a negative 
balance of $367. 

No school activity fund should 
end the fiscal year with a deficit, 
Keene stated in her report. 

“So they may slap you on the 
hands a little bit,” Keene said of 
the state department of education. 

One of the repeat procedure 
errors from the district’s central 
office included model procure¬ 
ment. Now is the time, Keene said 
during the board meeting, for the 
administration to take a “hard¬ 
core opinion” the district’s policy 
regarding bids. 

Keene reported in the audit 
narrative that the district, though 
complying with the procurement 
act, did not bid T-shirts and advo¬ 
cated in her report that “someone 
in the district needs to monitor 
expenditures by vendors at the 
school level.” 

“If the District is getting close 
to spending $20,000 with a vendor 
and has not done a bid, purchases 
either need to be halted, or a bid 
needs to be done.” 

“I think it’s one of those areas 
we really need to clean up,” Keene 
said. 

According to Finance Officer 
Nick Clark, the T-shirt purchase 
was a cumulative order purchased 
from a single vendor for the 
entire district for a total $34,142. 

Keene listed four new findings 


for the Anderson County central 
office, including the district’s 
failure to publish a notice of its 
annual financial statements in 
the local newspaper as required 
by statute. 

“This was an oversight by 
the finance officer and will be 
placed on calendar as a reminder,” 
according to the management’s 
response included in the audit. 

The audit also failed to find 
evidence of approval by the Com¬ 
missioner of Education for a lease 
purchase with Dell Financial Ser¬ 
vices for $549,971. 

All leases in excess of $100,000 
must be reviewed and approved 
by the Commissioner, Keene 
reported. 

Clark said in an e-mail inter¬ 
view Tuesday afternoon that in 
the past, the vendor has handled 
this documentation, and due 
to a change in representatives, 
documentation was not followed 
through. 

“Steps have been taken to 
assure proper documentation is 
completed,” Clark said. 

Clark also said he and Keene 
have discussed the importance 
that deposits, specifically athletic 
event receipts, are made timely to 
the bank and that documentation 
is provided. 

“This is an area for concern and 
we take all findings in the audit as 
areas to improve upon,” Clark said 
via e-mail. 

Board chairman Roger McDow¬ 
ell suggested the board of educa¬ 
tion clear up new and repeat find¬ 
ings as soon as possible, including 
having a meeting within 90 days 
to go down the list of repeat audit 
errors.

The department 
accepts both appoint¬ 
ments and walk-ins, he 
said, but if the depart¬ 
ment is booked with 
appointments, some 
walk-in vaccinations 
may need to be resched¬ 
uled for the following 
day 

“We want to accom¬ 
modate everyone, but 
we have to take care of 
the people who have 
appointments,” he said. 

Whooping cough, 
according to the U.S. 
National Library of 
Medicine, may last up to 
six weeks and coughing 
spells may result in vom¬ 
iting, runny nose, a slight 
fever or diarrhea. 

Wright said the vaccina¬ 
tion may not prevent 
those elementary stu¬ 
dents who have already 
been in contact with 
whooping cough from 
getting it; the infection 
usually takes 10-14 days 
to show symptoms.

He told magistrates 
that when the county 
started getting inmates 
six years ago, inmate 
lunches were around 
$7.50 per inmate, per day 

“It’s escalated,” Con¬ 
way said. 

Conway said the 
only thing the county 
is required to provide is 
a soft drink or bottled 
water.

Judge willing to let taxpayers supplement program up to $200,000 a year

The Anderson County 
Fiscal Court voted 5-2 last 
Tuesday night to con¬ 
struct a $325,000 build¬ 
ing, a cornerstone of its 
new recycling program 
expected to begin early 
next year. 

The vote effectively 
ends any discussion on 
mandatory recycling, an 
effort pushed previously 
by Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway and Mag¬ 
istrate David Ruggles, 
who chairs the county’s 
solid waste program. 

Conway and Ruggles 
each voted to construct 
the building, along with 
magistrates Juretta Wells, 
Forest Dale Stevens and 
Kenny Barnett. Voting 
against were magistrates 
Buddy Sims and David 
Montgomery. 

After the meeting, 
Conway said it’s too early 
to tell how much addi¬ 
tional spending will be 
required to operate the 
program, which includes 
placing recycling bins at 
schools and other loca¬ 
tions and hauling materi¬ 
als to the new building, 
which will be located 
near the county’s high¬ 
way facility. 

The fiscal court cur¬ 
rently budgets $268,000 
for solid waste, but 
$78,000 of that amount 
was to be used to pour a 
concrete pad for a recy¬ 
cling building, a one-time 
expense that leaves the 
actual operating budget 
at around $190,000. 

During the meeting, 
Conway said if the recy¬ 
cling program fails, the 
county would end it and 
use the new building for 
other purposes. 

Asked after the meet¬ 
ing to define “fail,” Con¬ 
way said one measure 
would be to see if the 


new program collects 
more recyclables than 
the current one, which 
offers free curbside 
pickup for residents once 
a month, along with busi¬ 
ness pickup on a weekly 
basis. 

Asked if there’s a limit 
to the amount of tax¬ 
payer dollars he’d spent 
to offset the program’s 
cost, Conway said, “If we 
have to put in $200,000 a 
year to supplement it, we 
can’t do that. There’s no 
way, and I’m not going to 
propose a tax increase to 
supplement it.” 

Sims, who opposed 
the building but said he 
supports 


Ruggles, who has 
spent months examining 
recycling efforts done in 
other cities and counties, 
said the county has taken 
its time in developing a 
recycling program. 

“We’ve taken baby 
steps and adjusted,” Rug¬ 
gles said. “I think this is 
another growth step and 
is a small price to pay for 
growth.”

A disposition hear¬ 
ing is set for the child’s 
grandmother, Carolyn 
Case, along with parents 
Rebecca and Herbert 
Medley. 

All three appeared 
earlier this month, but 
another hearing was set 
when prosecutor David 
Nutgrass rescinded a plea 
offer. 

The charge against 
them stems from a state 
police investigation dur¬ 
ing which Case report¬ 
edly told troopers that 


the 3-year-old was tied 
to her bed from 8 p.m. to 
6 a.m. each day. She also 
acknowledged that the 
child was also tied to the 
bed for a two-hour nap, 
and spent an additional 
four hours tied up for 
discipline, according to 
the documents. She was 
also tied up to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair 
for up to an hour a day 
for discipline. 

The child was tied up 
with a curtain sash by 
lacing it through the arm 
holes in her shirt and 
behind her back. 

It was then fastened 
to the bed using a large 
horse collar safety pin, 
according to court docu¬ 
ments. The sash was also 
used to tie her to a kitch¬ 
en chair. 

Case, the grand¬ 
mother, told investigat¬ 


ing troopers with the 
Kentucky State Police 
that the girl “spent more 
time tied up than free,” 
according to documents. 

Case also told inves¬ 
tigators that she was 
tied up because she was 
“getting out of bed and 
getting into things,” and 
that she was trying to 
“get out of the residence 
when everyone was 
asleep.” 

Case added that the 
girl’s mother, Rebecca 
Medley, “would tie [the 
girl] up very tightly 
and that [her] move¬ 
ment was very impaired 
and she was not able to 
escape.” 

The girl was being 
tied up from June 1 
through Aug. 3, when a 
child protective services 
worker alerted the state 
police.

A big government 
solution that wasn't 
really necessary

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I’m not sure which of the following surprised me more 
during the past week. 

1. Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway’s willingness to supple¬ 
ment the county’s new recycling program to the tune of $200,000 
a year before declaring it a failure. 

2. The fact that the school district throws away an untold 
amount of money in tin cans and barely bothers to recycle. 

Conway, who during the past two years has fixed a myriad of 
problems while actually increasing the county’s cash 
reserves, had a remarkable change of direction on 
recycling. Once a staunch advocate for mandatory 
recycling, he changed course last Tuesday night and 
opted to have the county greatly expand its role. 

By Conway’s own numbers, payroll in solid waste 
will increase around $55,000 a year, and debt service 
on a new recycling building will be roughly $30,000 a 
year. Those two figures alone get him nearly halfway 
to his self-proposed recycling “fiscal cliff” of $200,000, 
never mind the fact that for recycling to even come 
close to self sufficiency, the spending has only just 

begun. _ 

The fiscal court will also have to spend $25,000 for 
vehicle to haul around recycling bins; $50,000 to pur¬ 
chase truck scales to weigh shingles and other materials it hopes 
to sell; a baler to process tin cans it collects from the schools; and 
lord knows how much other stuff. 

It was the county’s green committee chairman himself who 
said Tuesday night that this is indeed a big step, but only the first 
step in what that group hopes to accomplish. 

Yes, some of the material such as tin cans and shingles will pro¬ 
vide a “revenue stream,” but both could be gotten rid of privately 
without any need for government intervention. There is at least 
one private location in Frankfort that takes shingles for recycling 
at no charge, and there’s no question that tin cans — which the 
schools apparently don’t recycle — could be easily gotten rid of 
locally by calling Red Shingleton, who would gladly take them 
off the district’s hands. 

Instead, we’ve opted for a big government solution — yes, in the 
scope of Anderson County, this program amounts to big govern¬ 
ment — to solve a problem that could have been solved in numer¬ 
ous other ways without very little taxpayer money being spent. 

Of course there will be grants in the future now that Anderson 
County has agreed to play ball with state government, but just as 
the fiscal court found out with its first grant, that money comes 
with plenty of strings attached. 

Materials that now end up in the dump won’t, but just as much 
and likely more could have been kept out had the fiscal court 
mandated household recycling and focused its efforts elsewhere. 


S peaking of focus, it’s amazing how little has been directed at 
the school district over its lack of recycling. 

I made a couple of phone calls yesterday and learned that 
until recently, only Ward Elementary has made any concerted 
effort to recycle, and that was thanks to a school club. 

Again, that’s what folks employed by the district told me when 
asked, and they should know. 

Given the lip service paid to being “green,” it’s hard to believe 
that the district has largely ignored recycling and, if the “revenue 
stream” folks are to be believed, has been filling our landfill with 
tin cans that are remarkably valuable. (And you wonder why the 
district can’t afford textbooks). 

The good news is that the school district has now been taught 
how to recycle and is already in the process of teaching your chil¬ 
dren how to teach you how to recycle. 

That’s true. An organization has already been in most of the 
school buildings, filling our children’s noggins with a lifetime 
of recycling knowledge that apparently was too complicated for 
their day-to-day teachers to explain. 

Well, teaching might be a little strong, being that the district 
has ceded classroom time to people who aren’t actually certified 
teachers but are instead “environmental educators” who work for 
a non-profit called Bluegrass Pride. 

And, during last Tuesday’s fiscal court meeting, Conway said 
the expectation is that the children, once taught the difference 
between trash and treasure, will go home and share that knowl¬ 
edge with their parents and even their grandparents. 

I know I can’t wait for my child to come home one day and 
share this knowledge with me. Idiot that I am, I often struggle 
to remember if plastic can be recycled or if that’s the stuff I’m 
supposed to put in my burning barrel, along with the rest of my 
household trash. 

Given recent statewide test scores, those students might not 
be as apt to teach their ignorant family members how to read or 
write, but at least they’ll know better than to throw tin cans into 
the trash.

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Beat cold with indoor garden 


L ike it or not winter is rolling 
in on us and Mother Nature is 
doing her best to get 
us used to it. 

Cold nights, with a low 
of 19 so far at the farm, 
and 50-degree days help 
our bodies adjust to the 
upcoming change. It’s 
like having continuous 
nudges that winter is on 
its way. Still, how many 
had to scramble to find 
their ice scrapper the 
other day? 

It seems like no matter 
how prepared we think 
we are, some things fall through the 
cracks. Well, I got a full on slap in 
the face reminder the other day. The 
doors on my truck were frozen shut. I 
know better. 

Since I live out in the boonies, with 
no garage, I am usually careful about 
winterizing my old truck. I check the 
fluids and tire pressure. I oil the doors 
and locks, usually. This year, I forgot 
the doors and locks. Duh. 

It’s an easy and inexpensive fix. You 
can use WD40 or cooking oil spray on 
the rubber lining your doors. I like 
to do it two or three times over the 
course of the winter. I also spray some 
graphite lubricant into the door lock 
keyholes. Both will keep you from get¬ 
ting frozen out of your vehicle. 

This is also a good time to clean or 
replace your windshield wipers. I use 
white vinegar to clean the windows 
and the wipers. It helps keep the frost 
down. Some folks have tried RainX on 
their windows to handle the ice. Sup¬ 
posedly, all you have to do is tap on 
the ice with your fist and it all cracks 
off. Jot yourself a note to take care of 
your vehicle now before winter really 
gets here. 

The cold weather makes me yearn 
for the summer and mornings in the 
garden. I really miss watching things 
grow. 

So, I play indoors and you can, too. 
All you need are some pots filled with 
potting soil and seeds. You’ve got lights 
and heat. 

The most important thing to have 
are pots that are deep. You can grow 


several things in pots ranging from 
flowers to food. If you just want a little 
color, besides poinsettias, plant some 
petunias, morning glories, impatiens, 
marigolds, nasturtiums, pansies or 
violas. You just need about 8 inches of 
soil depth. 

Herbs, like cilantro, parsley and 
chives are easy to grow in standard 
size pots. You can even do strawber¬ 
ries, though you had to have already 
saved a cutting and brought it indoors. 
Shallow rooted vegetables are fun. 

Different crops need different 
spaces, so maybe you’ll have a line 
up of pots in a warm, sunny location 
indoors. Radish, spinach and arugula 
will grow from seed in soil 6 inches 
deep. Lettuce, chard and kale need 6-8 
inches of depth and 8 inches of space 
for each seed. Baby beets (Spinel Little 
Ball, Red Ace Hybrid or Burpee Gold¬ 
en) will grow from seed in pots 6-12 
inches deep. Bush variety snap beans 
need 8-10 inches of depth. 

A little trick to remember is to 
cover the newly planted containers 
with clear plastic wrap to create your 
own mini greenhouse. Keep the soil 
warm and moist for seed germination. 
Once the sprouts appear, take off the 
plastic. The plants like about 10 hours 
of light to grow. 

Now, it’s almost Thanksgiving and 
I would like to take this time to thank 
you all for being such faithful read¬ 
ers. Your comments are always help¬ 
ful. I also appreciate it when you step 
up to assist with some cause that I’ve 
mentioned. I’d especially like to thank 
you for the donations of dog food for 
the Humane Society last week. We 
really needed it. 

Don’t forget the giant rummage 
sale this Saturday at the American 
Legion Hall. There might even be 
some gardening items there and 
you can get a little exercise walk¬ 
ing up and down the rows of tables. 
The homeless puppies and kitties of 
Anderson County send you all a big, 
goofy smile of thanks. Happy grow- 
ing!

affection, acceptance and consistent, 
rational discipline will probably have 
children who make good choices and 
learn to care about other people. 

Every day is not a perfect day and 
the holidays are full of both excite¬ 
ment and sometimes emotional chal¬ 
lenges. One of the best gifts that par¬ 
ents can give children is the opportuni¬ 
ty to be understood. We may not agree 
with children’s behavior or choices but 
trying to understand their feelings is 
important. Children need a supportive 
response to their feelings of sadness, 
fear, and anger. Their painful emotions 
must be acknowledged, not denied or 
avoided. 

When children have difficulty get¬ 
ting to the main point in a discussion, 


gently guide them to help you under¬ 
stand what has happened or what they 
are feeling or thinking. Often children 
will start talking about their friend or 
what happened at school but underly¬ 
ing the discussion is a fear or concern 
the child has. The more you listen, the 
more you will learn and understand. 

Positive communication can take 
time and sometimes takes place at 
inconvenient moments and places. 

You have to think about what is most 
important at the moment. Some things 
can wait and others are better if dealt 
with immediately.

T.B. RIPY HOUSE BILL AND BARBARA BRYANT 


The T.B. Ripy home at 320 South 
Main St. is certain to bring back memo¬ 
ries of past occupants and visions 
of what this mansion may be in the 
future. 

Beta Sigma Phi is honored that 
George Geoghegan, one of the owners, 
agreed to show this home on the 2012 
Christmas Home Tour and give the 
community a chance to see inside. 

T.B. Ripy was born in Anderson 
County in 1847 and died in 1902. For 
many years and perhaps even now, 
whiskey production was the most 
important product of Anderson County. 

T.B. Ripy and his family have per¬ 
haps made one of the most significant 
positive financial impacts on Anderson 
County and the City of Lawrenceburg. 
In the 1890s, T.B. Ripy was the largest 
independent sour mash distiller in the 
world. 

In 1887, T.B. Ripy began the con¬ 
struction of his home at 320 South 
Main St. It is a three and a half story 
Queen Anne brick home with a tower 
and a widow’s watch. It was completed 
in 1888 at a cost of approximately 
$85,000. It has over 30 rooms and is 
approximately 11,000 square feet. It is 
on the National Register. There is prob¬ 
ably no equal in the area for interior 
architectural detail. 

The first floor has 16-foot ceilings. 
The foyer, the parlor, the dining room 
and the library all have elaborate ceil¬ 
ing moldings. The foyer and the parlor 
have carved shoulder height mahoga¬ 
ny wainscoting. 

The dining room has carved shoul¬ 
der height walnut wainscoting. The 
wainscoting in the library is shoulder 
height cherry. 

The ceilings on the second floor,

third floor and fourth (1/2 floor) are 12 
feet high. The elaborate stained glass 
windows in the foyer, the parlor and on 
the landing have a “planet” motif. 

The basement has for the most part 
12 foot ceilings as well. The basement 
walls are all Kentucky River limestone. 
You can see the remnants of the old 
gravity furnace. 

Access may be gained to the tower 
via a curved stairway and a trap door 
at the ceiling. Access to the fourth floor 
may be gained by way of a ladder to 
the fourth floor and access to the wid¬ 
ow’s walk may be gained by means of a 
ladder to the roof. 

The home could be an amazing 
show place. The architecture is amaz¬ 
ing. The skill level of the builders is 
equally amazing. 

The home lies on approximately 6 
acres of land in the City of Lawrence¬ 
burg. 

Mr. Geoghegan recommends that 
you bring a jacket for your walk 
through of this house as there is no 
heat. 


Bill and Barbara Bryant both grew 
up in Anderson County and then spent 
a good portion of their adult years liv¬ 
ing in the greater Cincinnati area from 
1971-2008. 

They purchased the home in which 
Eunice and Corrine Catlett lived and 
“came home” to be near their family 
and friends. They welcome everyone to 
their home at 527 South Main St. 

You will recognize the house as a 
two story white frame house with 
candles in the windows. 

Barbara wishes that poet Joyce 
Kilmer could see how they have deco¬ 
rated each and every Christmas-time 
tree. They have a tree in nearly every 
room in the house, and the grandchil¬ 
dren keep things stirring and scurrying 
like a mouse. 

In their baseball room, it’s America’s 
pasttime with decorations in bloom. 
Bill, a professionally trained ecologist, 
has a nature tree and a thistle tree. 

This room is filled with books, notes 
and various memorabilia. 

Barbara, a quilter and also a crafter, 
has a tree in her sewing room deco¬ 
rated with yarn, spools of thread, and 
material. She admits to being an active 
person who has lots of interests. 

Barbara’s mother, Granny Sparrow, 
lived with them for three years, and 
her indispensable purse was filled with 
packets of salt, butter from fast food 
stops, napkins and straws. Thus the 
article of “Where is my Purse?” The 
tree is decorated with her old jewelry. 

The Relay for Life tree is special 
to Barbara and Bill because she had 
a bout with cancer in 1995. This tree 
celebrates her survival and their 
active involvement with the Relay 
in Lawrenceburg. Since the Bryant

home is a depository for their kids’ and 
grandkids’ old and broken toys, some of 
these misfits and favorites adorn a tree 
of things that were too dear to throw 
away. They also have a wreath made 
from Old World ornaments that had 
broken and couldn’t be discarded. 

As their family grew and aged 
over time, they captured these subtle 
changes on film with photos now on 
the memory tree. 

Barbara has always loved to cook 
and she has written a couple of cook¬ 
books, so the kitchen tree is decorated 
with kitchen utensils. They feed the 
local birds and have a tree decked with 
bird houses, nests, and birds — their 
feathered friends. 

Their time spent in the greater 
Cincinnati area is represented by the 
places and friends they enjoyed, plus 
they added some Old World ornaments 
and Charlie Harper ornaments. Her 
brother, David, used his creativity to 
decorate the mantle and doorway. 

Paintings of two houses in which 
they have lived hang on the wall and 
are examples of their friend, artist, 
Mike Gillman.

1818 from the land conveyed to them 
by Samuel Arbuckle and William Law¬ 
rence, Samuel’s son-in-law. 

It was named for William Lawrence 
and officially became the City of Law¬ 
renceburg in 1827. The original city 
consisted of 42 lots. Most of the land on 
North Main Street was owned by the 
Witherspoon family. 

The yellow brick bungalow style 
house on North Main Street was built 
by Henrietta Witherspoon, born in 1883 
to Lewis Johnson Witherspoon and Ann 
Adelia Witherspoon. 

The house looks like a craftsman 
bungalow but is considerably larger. 
Although it was at one time a beauti¬ 
ful home, Henrietta never took care 
of it. She became a recluse and lived 
the final days of her life in only one or 
two rooms of her home. Her home sold 
after her death in 1961. 

George remarked that the current 
owners have the house looking better 
than he can ever remember it.

GED changes to affect test fees, format

Big changes are on the way for 
the GED test in Kentucky, accord¬ 
ing to a press release from the 
Anderson County Adult Educa¬ 
tion Center. 

Effective Jan. 1,2014, the test 
fee will double from $60 to $120. 

A new version of the test will also 
be used and contains an additional 
essay, tougher math standards 
and will be done entirely online. 
Moreover, any previous attempts 
by students to pass the previous 


GED exam will be null and void. 
Currently, if a student attempts 
the GED exam and does not pass 
all the subject areas, they only 
need to retest in the areas they 
failed. Once the new test starts all 
old scores will be tossed out and 
students must start the whole pro¬ 
cess over again.

I have 
touched on 
this issue 
before, but 
as more 
than half 
of Ander¬ 
son County 
does not attend church 
at all, this is directed at 
those professing Chris¬ 
tians who do not. 

Now, there are plen¬ 
ty of “spiritual people” 
who often say to me 
“I don’t have to attend 


church to be a Chris¬ 
tian. I can worship God 
from the comfort of 
my home.” 

Folks, this is not 
Biblically true. We 
are commanded to be 
together in fellow¬ 
ship. The Bible uses 
images such as body, 
bride and family of 
God to describe the 
true church. I think 
the best Biblical 
description of the early 
church, a church we 
should strive to be like, 
is found in Acts 2:42-47: 
“They devoted them¬ 
selves to the apostles’ 
teaching and to fellow¬ 
ship, to the breaking 
of bread and to prayer. 
43: Everyone was filled 
with awe at the many 
wonders and signs per¬ 


formed by the apostles. 
44: All the believers 
were together and had 
everything in common. 
45: They sold prop¬ 
erty and possessions 
to give to anyone who 
had need. 46: Every 
day they continued to 
meet together in the 
temple courts. They 
broke bread in their 
homes and ate together 
with glad and sincere 
hearts, 47: praising God 
and enjoying the favor 
of all the people. And 
the Lord added to their 
number daily those 
who were being saved.” 
Christ declared the 
following in Mathew 
16:18: “And I say also 
unto thee, That thou 
art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my 


church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” 

Christianity is not 
a solitary religion. It’s 
one that shows us we 
need the Holy Spirit 
along with each other 
to interpret the scrip¬ 
tures. 

A very telling 
concept is how we as 
Christians need one 
another to help uncov¬ 
er spiritual blind spots 
in one another. This 
cannot be done alone 
at home. It’s highly 
important to have 
preachers and teachers 
who devote their lives 
to help lead we Chris¬ 
tians in worshipping 
God. Again, this cannot 
be accomplished alone. 
The Holy Spirit pro¬ 


vides gifts to strength¬ 
en the church. 

Ephesians 4:11-12: 
“And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; 
For the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body 
of Christ.” Why would 
God provide these gifts 
to the church if it were 
not critical to God’s 
will and the concept 
of the body of the 
church? 

The only other 
real complaint I hear 
regarding the church is 
that it is full of “holier 
than thou” types or 
hypocrites. Folks, as I 
am a professing strug¬ 


gling sinner myself, 
and I assure you most 
churches are filled 
with sinners. The 
church is a home for 
sinners. 

We attend church 
because we are sick 
in sin and want to sit 
under the word of God. 
If you love Jesus but do 
not love his children, 
do you really love him 
at all? 

If you do not attend 
a church, I ask you to 
consider the scriptures 
and the huge impor¬ 
tance placed on being a 
part of the church.

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Good move to 
crack down 
on rough play 

Basketball a game of finesse 

I t’s about time someone acted to 
stop the downward slide basket¬ 
ball was taking. 

We are talking about the uber- 
muggings disguising 
themselves as physical 
play especially around 
the basket, in high 
school basketball. Appar¬ 
ently, the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Associa¬ 
tion has pulled a Roberto 
Duran in response. 

No mas! 

(For the under-30 
crowd, do a Google- 
search of that name and 
you will see why it is 
germane to this subject. 

Trust me, it is.) 

In case you missed it, my friend 
Mike Fields penned an article in the 
high school basketball section of 
Sunday’s Lexington Herald-Leader 
dealing with the apparent crackdown 
on overly physical play this year. 

All I can say, again, is, “It is about 
time.” 

The article noted how KHSAA 
commissioner Julian Tackett met 
with officials after the first day of 
last year’s boys’ state tournament in 
response to the grabbing, holding 
and generally rough play that has 
plagued the sport for some time. It 
was most apparent when Louisville 
Trinity held Bullitt East, a team that 
has been able to put points on the 
scoreboard in bunches over the years, 
to just 32 points. 

That, of course, happened in spite 
of the fact that Bullitt East boasted 
Derek Willis, who has since signed 
with the University of Kentucky. 

Bullitt East coach Troy Barr, 
another friend from the days when 
the Chargers competed with Ander¬ 
son County in the Eighth Region, 
was quoted as saying some of his 
players were literally bleeding after 
that game and the Sixth Region final 
against Pleasure Ridge Park. 

Folks, if it is blood we want, we 
can watch boxing. We can watch the 
UFC. For that matter, we can watch 
football. Those are sports where it is 
expected. 

Basketball? Even though Dr. Nai- 
smith created the game as a winter 
activity for football players, I just 
can’t imagine him wanting to see 
such a wonderful game exchanging 
beauty for beasts. 

OK, that might be a bit harsh, but 
you get the idea. 

Growing up, I came to love a game 
predicated on quickness, finesse and 
skill. Think Rupp’s Runts, the first 
team I ever followed. Only a handful 
of their games were ever shown on 
our old black-and-white TV, but as 
a kid, I came to love that incredible 
fast break, usually converted with 
nary a dribble, ending with an open 
layup. 

Somewhere along the line, things 
changed. Some blame Bobby Knight 
and the physical play he introduced 
when he got to Indiana in 1971. Oth¬ 
ers point to Joe B. Hall and his Twin 
Tower set that some critics derided as 
“King and Kong.” 

I don’t know about that, but do 
know that when I recently took a few 
hours to watch the 1978 Kentucky- 
Duke NCAA final on DVD - Thanks, 
Steph! - those guys were like choir 
boys compared to what we see today. 

And the areas where the college 
game has devolved over time have 
trickled down to the high schools. 

I have often felt basketball is one 
of the sports most conducive to guile 
and creativity overcoming superior 
athleticism. I still believe that. See 
Villanova and Georgetown for details. 
Every year, some team gets to the 
high school Sweet 16 using that very 
same formula. 

While they are at it, I do hope 
someone also reminds officials that 
the rules are the same whether some¬ 
thing happens two minutes into the 
contest or with two minutes to go. 

When officials allow even more 
rough play under the pretense of 
letting the players decide the game, 
they are doing just the opposite. Play¬ 
ers decide the game when infractions 
are called. 

Officials, whether they intend to 
or not, determine the winner even 
when those violations are excused. 

And like the rough play, it is time 
for them to say good-bye.

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tian Church for the last eight years, 
expanding its horizons far beyond 
the traditional recreational church 
league. 

u We are 6-0 right 
now,” Vernon said of his 
high school team last 
Wednesday. 

He was not talking 
about winning in the 
local church league. 

What makes the Fox 
Creek team unique is 
that it is not just play¬ 
ing against other church-related 
teams. It is a group of young men, 
most of whom attend public schools, 
who have come together to take on 
many smaller private schools. The 
Knights have even been on the court 
against a Kentucky High School Ath¬ 
letic Asssociation team. 

“We scrimmaged Piarist,” Vernon 
said of the tiny Catholic school, 
located in Floyd County. Piarist 
defeated a Fox Creek team that was 
without some of its players that day. 

In real games, however, Fox Creek 
has been solid, playing schools who 
compete in the Kentucky Christian 
Athletic Association and the Ken¬ 
tucky Christian Schools Athletic 
Association. No one claims the com¬ 
petition is on par with teams vying 
for a spot in Kentucky’s Sweet 16, 
but it is organized basketball and is 
a place where some kids get noticed. 

Last Tuesday, the Knights ral¬ 
lied from 14 points down in the 
third quarter to slip past Danville 
Christian School. Fox Creek finally 
took the lead with 10 seconds to go, 
according to Vernon. The team will 
also play Frankfort Christian and 
Somerset Christian, among others. 

Vernon also expects to schedule 
Christian Academy of Lawrence- 
burg, which has been an opponent 
in the past. 

The Knights will also participate 
in a Christmas tournament at Can- 
nelton, Ind., where they will play 
several school teams. 

Vernon believes the Knights and 
their opponents might have ath¬ 
letes good enough to compete at the 
small college level, but have fallen 
through the cracks in traditional 
school-based programs. Some NAIA- 
level coaches have been known to 
scout the league, looking for that 
diamond in the rough. Vernon says 
he is happy to help a young man get 
that chance. 

“If they want to put the work and 
effort in, there are opportunities,” he 
says. 

But the Fox Creek team is about 
much more than 3-point shots or 
getting noticed by a small college. 
Those aspects are, in reality, second¬ 
ary. 

“We look at this as an outreach,” 
says Vernon, who believes he was led 
by God to expand the church team’s 
influence. “It is a ministry.” 

The ministry started taking shape 
with the completion of the church’s 
life center, which includes a regu¬ 
lation-sized, high school basketball 
court. That was five years ago. 

The team continues to participate 
in the local church league at First 
Baptist Church while expanding to 
playing school teams. It’s all about 
using basketball to change lives. 


“It is a ministry and the kids 
are required to participate in the 
church here (at Fox Creek) once a 
week,” Vernon explains. 

Currently, there are about 30 boys 
involved on four teams. The church 
sponsors teams from grades 5-6, 7-8 
and high school varsity and junior 
varsity. There are no girls’ teams. 
“We would love to have a girls’ team 
but we don’t have enough participa¬ 
tion,” Vernon says. 

The participation in the church, 
however, is very tangible but some¬ 
times open to criticism when some 
drop out of church at the end of the 
season only to resume when it is 
time to dribble again. 

Vernon acknowledges that invari¬ 
ably happens, but he chooses to 
focus on the good. “The way I look 
at it, you have to try to reach kids 
somehow,” he says. “We have a Bible 
study before every practice and talk 
about some of the pitfalls in life out 
there. 

“I say, ‘You can (play basketball) 
but you can also learn about Jesus. 

It is a great outreach. Some of those 
kids will attend church and then 
they will start asking questions.” 

Vernon says Fox Creek has 
“maybe a dozen” regular attendees 
who were not involved in church 
anywhere but are now active at the 
church. He says some have started 
their life of faith and were baptized 
as a direct result of the basketball 
program. The influence is unmis¬ 
takable. 

“We have prayer in team huddles 
before and after practice and at 
away games, and will lead a prayer 
before all our home games at half 
court,” Vernon says. “I am always 
trying to get kids to step up and 
lead the prayer, and of course I do it 
when no one volunteers. However, 
we have kids now who before would 
never think of doing the prayer, 
even at practice with just the team 
there, who will now go to half-court 
and lead the prayer before games, 
with sometimes dozens of people 
there in the stands. I think that’s 
great and shows how much some of 
the kids have grown in their faith 
and how much their confidence has 
grown as well.” 

Putting together a competitive 
team is not easy. Vernon, who has 
worked for the Kentucky Labor 
Cabinet for 17 years, must juggle his 
work schedule along with trying 
to find practice time for the four 
teams. 

Another local resident, Cliff 
Land, also helps coach in the pro¬ 
gram. 

Vernon feels “lucky and blessed” 
to be able to work with the young 
people who have gone through the 
program and that his church is also 
blessed “to have the facility that we 
do to help make it all possible.” 

The current team started practic¬ 
ing in August, but with some play¬ 
ers involved in football or other 
fall sports at the high school level, 
the full team did not come together 
until November. 

Winning or not, the effort is 
worth it. 

“Our primary focus is to get kids 
in church,” Vernon says. “The more 
you can get a kid in church, the 
more you can get them involved. 
That is what this is all about.”

Rabbit and quail season in 
Kentucky promises to be bountiful

Ky. Dept, of Fish and Wildlife 

Thanksgiving week¬ 
end is traditionally the 
kickoff of rabbit and 
quail hunting across 
Kentucky 

“Rabbit numbers 
are up, and that doesn’t 
surprise me, consider¬ 
ing the ideal weather 
conditions we had in the 
spring and early sum¬ 
mer,” said Ben Robinson, 
small game biologist for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “We’re 
already getting reports 
of good hunting.” 

Rabbit and quail 
seasons are now open 
statewide and continue 
through Feb. 10,2013, in 
29 western counties. 

In the remaining 


91 counties, in central 
and eastern Kentucky, 
including Anderson 
County, hunting contin¬ 
ues through Jan. 31,2013. 

The statewide daily 
bag limit is four rabbits 
and eight quail. 

Annual surveys con¬ 
ducted by Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife, with 
the help of rabbit hunt¬ 
ers and rural mail car¬ 
riers, offer important 
details of population 
trends and hunting 


activity. 

The 114 hunters that 
submitted information 
for the 2011-12 rabbit 
hunter log survey went 
on a combined 1,959 
hunts in 105 counties, 
hunted a combined 7,393 
hours, jumped 12,875 
rabbits and harvested 


5,702 (an average of 2.9 
rabbits per hunt). 

The rural mail carrier 
survey provides biolo¬ 
gists with small game 
population trends, based 
on the number of rab¬ 
bits and quail observed 
along roadways, per 100 
miles driven. 

Kentucky’s profound 
drought, especially in 
the western third of 
the state (west of 1-65), 
impacted both rabbit 
and quail breeding suc¬ 
cess from mid-to-late 


summer. 

The peak of quail 
nesting in Kentucky is 
June and July, which is a 
bit later than some adja¬ 
cent states.
